Peculiar disconnect 

As a member of the middle class, 
I am bewildered as to why less than 
half of our class approves of universal 
health care.

Oil and gas untruths 

The oil and gas industry is similar 
to the tobacco industry — almost 
everything it tells us is a lie. It has 
even hired the same PR firm as the 
tobacco industry used. 

The biggest lie, and one that the 
Colorado Springs City Council has 
accepted, is that local governments 
cannot legally stop oil and gas drilling. 

Pittsburgh and eight other local gov- 
ernments across the U.S. have stopped 
oil and gas drilling by the use of a 
rights ordinance.

Un-burning the city 



We'll move past 
the fire, but what 
about the rest of 
the world? 



Driving down Colorado Highway 115 to Canon City a couple weeks 
ago, I saw the landscape through different eyes. A few miles south 
of our city limits, the pinon- and juniper-covered foothills are dotted with 
spacious adobe McMansions on acreage. Before Waldo Canyon, these 
places looked pretty good. 

Who wouldn't want to live there? Out in the foothills, surrounded by 
wildlife, away from city lights and city problems? 

As the thermometer touched 95, the pinons and junipers looked scorched 
and dry, thousands of acres of tinder ready to ignite. Maybe people were 
never meant to live in the forest; maybe we city dwellers should welcome 
the noisy safety of homes far from the fire zone. 

But a few days ago, riding my bike 

up Gold Camp Road in the morning 
cool, it was time for another reversal. 

It had rained the night before, and 
the forest seemed lush, damp and wel- 
coming. A fox trotted into the under- 
brush; a doe and her fawn crossed the 
road; a 12-point buck in velvet stood 
motionless as I pedaled past. 

The neighborhood was quiet. Was 
anyone awake in the lovely homes 
screened from the road by tall pines and dense groves of scrub oak? I 
couldn't tell. But maybe, to paraphrase F. Scott Fitzgerald, "... the very 
rich are different from you and me — they sleep later." 

It was time for real-estate envy. How much would one of these places 
cost? Could we fix up the old house at 21st and Bijou, pull out enough cash 
to get a geezer mortgage, and live in pine-scented splendor? 

Fire? We've had our fire. If people are nervous about living in the forest, 
then this is a great time to buy! Think Jay Gatsby — he'd be knocking on 
doors, ready with a lowball offer! 

Isn't it time for a return to normalcy? We've suffered through visits from 
President Barack Obama, Mitt Romney, Gov. John Hickenlooper, three 
Cabinet secretaries and dozens of lesser officials. 

Wildfire poster city? We'd like to turn in our resignation. The world may 
not be paying attention, but we take care of our own. We're doing the dirty 
work now, cleaning up debris and starting the long, tiresome process of 
rebuilding. By the time the snow flies, we'll be focused on other things. 

There's the election: Some will rejoice and some will mourn. Mayor and 
City Council will squabble again, to the delight of media. The dismal Rock- 
ies season will end ... but we'll have Peyton Manning and the Broncos! 
We'll move past the fire, but what about the rest of the world? 
Look at the publicity surrounding all this, in marketing terms. We domi- 
nated national and international news for 10 days. The searing images of 
the fire have been viewed by tens, maybe hundreds of millions worldwide. 
Whatever image we may once have projected was burned away, erased 
from the world's collective memory. We're the city that was on fire. 

You can't buy that kind of publicity. And once it's out there, it's almost 
impossible to reverse. A positive marketing campaign of comparable reach 
and intensity wouldn't cost $10 million — try $1 billion. 

So what can we do? Our local marketing gurus are doing their best. 
We're open for business! We're sharing Colorado Springs stay-cation ideas! 
We're the little city than can! (And did we mention that we're a great place 
to do business?) When Mayor Steve Bach was asked what he intended to 
discuss with the president, he was admirably direct. 
"I'm going to ask him for money," he said. 

Federal money will certainly flow into the region, but most of it will be 
used for forest restoration, flood and erosion prevention, and other mun- 
dane but necessary tasks. It won't rebuild our image. 

We have to do it ourselves. We need legacy projects, not forest thinning. 
Recreating Mountain Shadows, tearing down the Martin Drake Power 
Plant, and rebuilding downtown would send a powerful message. 

And we can learn from New Orleans. That city's recovery from the far 
greater disaster of Hurricane Katrina was aptly symbolized by a single 
event in 2010.

Religion, Environment, 
and the Cost to Human 
Freedom

A cognitive neuroscientist might see freedom 
as the integrity of the individual brain to 
exist. Consciousness evolved in the natural order of 
the universe because it was adaptive. Any organism 
that possesses it — more or less — exercises a degree 
of free choice to negotiate a complex environment. 
Similarly, morality is one of many cognitive tools 
organisms use to survive. It's not uniquely human. 

Both religious practice and individual freedom are 
byproducts of natural selection because believing in them 
is statistically adaptive over geologic time. Measuring 
their impacts over a few lifetimes is a distraction from 
our understanding of these universal social constructions 
motivated by common biological drives. 

Research shows us the last seven commandments 
exist in the scriptures of all religions. Is it just a perverse 
coincidence? Hardly. These and many other moral codes 
were stumbled upon and culturally enshrined because 



they favored survivability in the short term. Belief in any 
of the 425+ gods worked as well, but again, only in the 
short term. That's not to say they eliminated conflict 
or aggression because those too are biological in origin. 

The freedoms perceived by individuals are 
necessary because of the type of nervous system they 
possess. Social insects have a diffuse nervous 
system and only a modicum of freedom because 
the narrowly defined genetic script dictates their 
role within the colony and its ecological niche. 
Not all vertebrates produce religious-like behavior, 
but all exhibit what we call evolutionary ethics, or 
an ethics of survival and reproduction from which 
particular moral codes arise. The larger the brain 
the more sophistication an organism can exercise 
toward survival. Thus, having moral codes like 
the Ten Commandments enhances the short-term 
prospects of surviving in complex social and shifting 
environmental settings. In fact, they have very little 
intrinsic value to the individual other than to reduce 
stress and anxiety, and increase perceived happiness, 
all of which enhance the likelihood of succeeding in 
the future. But these too are predicated on another 
behavioral instinct called denial or self-deception. 

The more you delude yourself into believing 



something is true when it isn't (like the supremacy of 
your particular god) — and the reverse is also true — 
(you're nothing but the product of evolved adaptations 
over geologic time and therefore you're no more 
divine than any other believer or organism}, the 
happier you are. "Freedom" is thus little more than 
the self-imposed illusion in all organisms that one's 
existence has purpose. Without it, the exceptional ism 
of our species or of the self simply crumbles. 

So what do freedom and religion have to do with 
environment? It boils down to a biophysical reality. 
Organisms that believe they have freedom will 
be successful in the short term, but compromise 
their existence over geologic time. That is, if your 
beliefs lead to continuous success on a finite planet, 
overpopulation, overcon sumption of limited resources, 
and collapse soon follow, Garrett Hardin once wrote 
"ultimate freedom in the Commons, brings ruin to all," 
Such is the present case globally. Too much of a good 
thing can have negative consequences. Without the 
intelligence to recognize the illusions and our 
institutionalized forms of denial, we simply continue 
toward the ultimate consequence nature has in store 
for organisms who take too much for themselves and 
give too little back,

Robocalls: Call me, pay me 



BERKELEY, Calif. — With the fall elections looming, you may be 
reconsidering your relationship with your telephone. In states with 
intensely fought races during the primary season, phone subscribers have 
complained of receiving as many as 20 election-related calls — mostly 
automated "robocalls" — per week. These entreaties add to the already 
heavy load of unwanted commercial calls for everything from credit cards 
to weight-loss programs. 

Enabling these calls are vast industries devoted to collecting personal 
data about us and selling it to parties seeking to commandeer our attention, 
our dollars or our votes. Just as fortunes are made by "renting the eyeballs" 
of Internet users, entrepreneurs prosper by leasing eardrums. 

Officially, some limits are in place, most notably the National Do Not 
Call Registry, created by Congress in 2003. By one count, nearly three- 
quarters of American phone subscribers have enrolled on this list. But the 
exceptions and loopholes written into this legislation are revealing. Politi- 
cal candidates and organizations are exempted. So are nonprofit organiza- 
tions, those conducting surveys or polls, and companies with whom the 
person called has an "established business relationship" — all notions 
inviting elastic interpretation. 

Worse, determined robocallers now overwhelm even these flexible lim- 
its, cheaply placing millions of calls from beyond American borders using 
decentralizing technologies like voice-over-Internet protocol. Complaints 
to the Federal Trade Commission bring no relief. 

There is no reason to tolerate these incivilities. A simple, low-tech regulatory 
change could shift the advantage decisively back in the direction of privacy. 

All telephone service providers should be required to offer every sub- 
scriber the option of accepting only "bonded" calls. To complete a call to 
a subscriber electing this option, the caller would have to show willingness 
and ability to compensate the recipient — should the latter designate the 
call a nuisance. Before calls to these numbers could be completed, a mes- 
sage would state the amount of the potential charge. A few seconds after 
the connection is established, the recipient would have the option of termi- 
nating the call and charging the caller by pressing a keypad button. 

Phone customers choosing this option could specify the amount that 
callers would place at risk. And they could maintain lists of favored call- 
ers, from whom calls would be accepted without risk of penalty. These 
might include relatives, friends or parties from whom a callback has been 
specifically requested. 

Technologies and management practices to support such an option already 
exist. The pay-per-call 900-number system has long been available to business- 
es seeking to charge callers for their time. This measure would extend the same 
benefits of communication technology to ordinary citizens and consumers. 

As with other privacy-invading practices, sponsors of automated mass 
phone calling will predictably defend junk calling as an essential exer- 
cise of First Amendment rights. We live in an information society, they'll 
quickly remind us. Restricting the free flow of ideas could jeopardize our 
freedom and prosperity. This line of reasoning has won legal support right 
up to the Supreme Court — witness the "corporate free speech" doctrines. 

Ordinary people today confront well-financed, sophisticated organizations 
capable of carpet-bombing the public with insistent one-way exhortations. 
Relations between these callers and their targets are utterly unequal. Victims 
don't have a chance of reaching the harassing callers to share a piece of their 
indignant minds. Courts have gone back and forth over history balancing 
rights of free expression against those of privacy. But ultimately the law does 
recognize a distinction between communication and harassment. 

Far from constricting the information flows that are essential to eco- 
nomic dynamism and well-informed civic discourse, an innovation like this 
would raise the quality of telephone communications, while reducing their 
sheer numbers. 

No one, of course, would be compelled to select this feature for his or her 
phone service. But those who did would create incentives for callers to make 
only calls likely to win the appreciation, or at least the respect, of the recipient. 

Institutional callers that now offend thousands to obtain a positive 
response from a tiny minority would be obliged to weigh the effects of 
their entreaties on all those whose attention they commandeer.

He could make 
it a cornerstone 
of his mayoral 
legacy. 
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Just when Mayor Steve Bach appeared to be more and more comfortable, 
heading into his second year on the job, the Waldo Canyon Fire struck. 
So much for finding a comfort zone. 

Now the mayor, and all our local governments, face a changing set of 
circumstances in the months ahead. Our economy has taken a hit, and the 
aftershocks will continue. Our tourism industry has watched a promising 
summer turn into a summer to be salvaged. Our city and county likely will 
endure more gut-punches, in the form of reduced revenue from property 
and sales taxes. 

All of that puts a new layer of pressure on Bach. On one hand, he has to 
come across as the No. 1 optimist, sending positive messages about busi- 
ness and tourism. Yet at the same time, he must be the realist, picking the 
right spots to take stands that are less aggressive. 

We'll be watching to see how he handles three issues in particular. 

• Memorial Health System: The stage is set for a special mail-ballot 
election, concluding Aug. 28, in which city voters will accept or reject 
the proposed 40-year lease agreement with 

University of Colorado Health to take over 
Memorial. Given that Bach's hand-picked 
city attorney, Chris Melcher, helped negoti- 
ate the deal, it's obvious the mayor will 
encourage a "yes" vote. 

He might not have to go beyond a public 
endorsement, but Bach could help even more 
by hinting to voters how the city's proposed 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^m new foundation might use the Memorial 

windfall. 

• Martin Drake Power Plant: Until the fire, there were more and more 
signals that the mayor would push for shutting down Drake instead of 
investing fully in Neumann coal-scrubbing technology, and staying with a 
cleaner-coal strategy for years to come at the downtown plant. 

But decommissioning Drake would come with a large monetary cost, 
which might not be feasible or advisable amid post-fire instability, and with 
a massive effort still to come to clean up the area and make it viable for 
revitalization. 

Clearly, before the fire, momentum was building to demolish Drake and 
push for a new, broad-based, commercial and residential plan southwest of 
downtown. Does that still make sense? Only if it matters to Bach. He could 
make it a cornerstone of his mayoral legacy — or he could back off. 

• Pikes Peak Rural Transportation Authority: As much as the Memo- 
rial ballot issue appears likely to have Bach's full support, we can't be so 
sure about the proposal for a second round of PPRTA projects from 2014 
to 2024. Whispers have been circulating, especially since the fire, that the 
mayor might not support the PPRTA measure on the November ballot. But 
Bach hasn't said anything for the record, either way. 

This one could have all kinds of repercussions. As far back as early 2011, 
when he was running for mayor, Bach publicly said he would give PPRTA 
II a chance as long as it included another convincing list of much-needed 
projects. And this second batch, while not quite as sexy as the package 
approved in 2004 (topped by the Austin Bluffs-Union and Woodmen- 
Academy interchanges, and Proby Parkway helping connect the airport to 
Interstate 25), still would address many high-priority needs in every area of 
the city and county. 

It's also true that PPRTA II has been a combined effort of many govern- 
mental entities, including the county commission, as well as the business 
community. All of them are on board, so for Bach to take a stand otherwise 
now might generate considerable animosity. 

Then again, Bach could make a convincing argument that the city has 
to reassess all its priorities after the fire. He could talk about the need to 
address stormwater infrastructure before it causes another crisis. He could 
mention his continuing concern, likely heightened by the fire's unplanned 
impact, that the city is heading toward insolvency. He could simply suggest 
putting off PPRTA until 2014. 

Or, we could see a different strategy, such as: If everyone supports the 
Memorial lease and also buys in to shutting down Drake, then PPRTA II 
might receive the mayoral blessing. 

Memorial, Drake, PPRTA: Let's keep an eye on them. And Mayor Bach.

The Gay and Lesbian Fund building finds new life

Last October, Gill, the multimil- 
lionaire founder of Colorado's Gill 
Foundation and the Gay and Lesbi- 
an Fund for Colorado, made waves 
by announcing the closure of Fund 
offices at 315 E. Costilla St. 

Since opening in the mid-1990s, 
the G&L Fund building had stood 
as a sign of tolerance in Colorado 
Springs, and also as something of 
a community center, offering free 
meeting space to nonprofits. But in 
announcing the closure, Gill cited 
huge strides in the LGBT move- 
ment and a need to prioritize funds. 

More changes were, and are, to 
come as $1.3 million in grant funds 
are reassessed. But the property, 
now to be known as the Tim Gill 
Center for Public Media, amounts 
to a $1.3 million gift by itself from 
the Fund to Rocky Mountain PBS, 
which has partnered with pub- 
lic radio stations across the state 
(including KRCC 91.5 FM locally), 
plus Pikes Peak Library District, 
the University of Colorado at Colo- 
rado Springs, Colorado College and 
Pikes Peak Community College. 

The Fund building will eventual- 
ly house PBS administrators related 
to the program, free 
community meet- 
ing space and a 
public media lab. It 
will also likely host 
public seminars and 
classes. Gill will not 
direct content. 

"One of the things 
we love about this 
Rocky Mountain PBS 
proposal is, we are 
talking about grant- 
ees that are from, in 
terms of radio sta-

tions, Aspen, Carbondale, Durango, 
Boulder, Fort Collins, Alamosa, 
Greeley, Paonia," says Tim Sweeney, 
Gill president and CEO, in an Inde- 
pendent interview. "So it's got this 
reach all across the state of Colo- 
rado, and then, obviously, when you 
put in public broadcasting and TV, 
it's even greater." 

Amanda Moun- 
tain, regional direc- 
tor of Rocky Moun- 
tain PBS, says since 
the deal was only 
recently signed, 
details of how the 
partnership will 
work are unclear. 
(As of this writing, 
the agreement was 
not public.) But she 
says partners will 
likely benefit from a central website 
aggregating stories, and content 
sharing will give small communi- 
ties a bigger voice. 

Likewise, journalism students 
may interact and share ideas even 
if they attend different schools, and 
could gain valuable "new media" 
lessons and real-world experience. 

Meanwhile, the public will have 
access to a multimedia lab, and 
probably seminars to learn more 
about citizen journalism. 

"We want people to have more 
access to a multitude of distribution 
mechanisms and training mecha- 
nisms for making good content," 
Mountain says. 

Separately, but complementa- 
rily, PPLD has been working on a 
"Creative Computer Commons" at 
1175 Chapel Hills Drive. Planned to 
open in 2013, it promises software, 
hardware and amenities for starting 
a business, writing and publishing 
a book, or becoming a high-level 
citizen journalist. Everything from 
copiers to video production areas 
to 3D printers will be available, as 
will classes. 

Says PPLD community engage- 
ment and outreach 
officer Dee Vazquez 
Sabol: "[We envision] 
sharing educational 
resources and hav- 
ing that continuity 
where someone can 
come into our facili- 
ties, learn what they 
need to learn, [then] 
go down to the PBS 
center and create 
something." 
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No appetite 



Some say they find recent MMJ acquittals symptomatic of DA's misplaced priorities

Within an 18-day period last month, 
the people of El Paso County 
sent a strong rebuke to Fourth Judicial 
District Attorney Dan May, with three 
juries acquitting individuals connected 
to the medical-marijuana industry.

Elisa Kappelmann, 53-year-old co- 
owner of Southern Colorado Medical 
Marijuana, had been charged with 
marijuana cultivation and possession as 
a result of the so-called Beacon Street 
raids of May 2010. On June 11 of this 
year, a jury of her peers found her not 
guilty. 

Jesse Vriese, 30, was an employee 
at now-defunct Green Love Wellness 
when a 2011 inspection determined the 
center's owner was growing far more 
than the patient-count could support. 
Everybody associated with the dispen- 
sary was charged, and almost all took 
plea agreements, Vriese says — but not 
him. The June 20 verdict? Not guilty. 



Finally, on June 29, three weeks 
after his 64th birthday, Robert Clyde 
Crouse, a leukemia sufferer, was 
declared not guilty on charges of mari- 
juana cultivation and possession with 
intent to distribute. 

"I think we've had 
enough, I really do," 
says Kappelmann in an 
interview with the Indy. 
"I think people are get- 
ting to the point where 
they're gonna stand up. 
And I know [May's] got 
political ambitions, but 
this is not the way to 
get there." 

Though the dis- 
trict attorney's office 
declined to comment 
on specific cases, 
spokeswoman Lee 
Richards did offer 
this via e-mail: "The 
responsibility of our 
office is to enforce 
Colorado's laws and we 
have to abide by laws 
set forth by the legis- 
lature." 

Regardless, the 
office is doing so irresponsibly, says 
longtime local defense attorney Sarah 
Christensen. 

Priorities questioned 

"My strongest thought is that I think 
it's a tremendous waste of money and 
resources to prosecute this," she says. 
"And I also think that there are very 
talented law-enforcement resources 
that are being diverted from that area 
and wasted, really, in sort of this point- 
less pursuit of ferreting out criminal 
cases, when we have plenty that are 
calling out for attention — real cases, 
you know what I mean?" 

Though he's careful to say he's not 



criticizing a fellow elected colleague, 
Boulder County District Attorney Stan 
Garnett suggests May's priorities could 
be different. 

"Every prosecutor around makes 
those kind of judgment calls," Garnett 
says, "but I will tell you: The people of 
Boulder County, and I imagine El Paso 
County is the same, they don't want us 
wasting their time with jury trials that 
they think are not 
important." 

And he definitely 
has noticed a lack of 
enthusiasm for MMJ 
cases. 

"One of the great 
things about the jury 
system is it's funda- 
mentally a democratic 
system, and it gives 
the community the 
chance to step in and 
give its opinion about 
law enforcement," ^^^^^^^^ m 
says Garnett. 

"And we take a lot of cases to trial 
up here; and we get good verdicts on 
the white-collar cases, and the violent- 
crime cases, and the serious drug cases 
that we try. 

"But it's clear to me — both from 
a couple of cases we've pursued, plus 
we had one where we couldn't even 
get a jury of people that would say 
they would convict if we proved the 
facts ... It's just clear that people in my 
community do not see enforcement 
of criminal laws ... that involve the 
medical marijuana community to be a 
priority." 

Winning and losing 

May's office has suffered a few other 
high-profile setbacks lately. In April, a 
jury acquitted former police officer Josh- 
ua Carrier of the most serious charges 
in his child sex assault trial. That same

month, a jury found local developer Ray 
Marshall not guilty on 17 counts of secu- 
rities fraud, theft and conspiracy. Then, 
in July, remaining charges against Mar- 
shall were dismissed. 

"Well, you know, I'm batting pretty 
good myself; I think most of the 
defense lawyers are batting pretty 
damn good," says Christensen. "I don't 
know that the public-defender stats 
are any different than the 
private-lawyer stats. I think 
it shows that they're select- 
ing their cases poorly, and 
using bad judgment." 

Numbers provided by 
the district attorney's office 
show it's won 106 of the 
last 135 trials that have 
come down to a jury's ver- 
dict. Of course, "winning" 
can mean different things 
to different people. Defense 
attorneys say they've won if 
the outcome is better than 
the initial plea offer; pros- 
ecutors usually say they've won if they 
get any type of conviction. 

In any case, Christensen, citing a 
problem we covered last year ("Take 
it or leave it," News, Oct. 20), says 
defense attorneys are still not being 
presented with viable plea offers. 
Vriese was offered a plea of guilty and 
four years in prison. 

"And," Vriese says, "it did feel like, 
even though we were bringing them a 
plethora of evidence about how I was 
obviously not in charge over there, they 
would not accept it. 

"You know, [alcohol] Prohibition 
was ended when people, in juries, 
would no longer convict people for 
drinking alcohol. And I really do feel 
like that's what's gonna happen in 
Colorado."

Whittemore, a former engineering 
manager, was there for that close call. 
He joined the department 18 years 




their jobs and businesses. Volunteer 
Bud Kreutzer, who plays the piano at 
The Broadmoor's Golden Bee pub, 
worked the fire during the day and put 
on a shirt and tie to tickle the ivories 
at night, Whittemore says. 

"Later in the week, 
we did welfare checks 
on people who chose not 
to leave their homes," 
he adds. "We turned off 
sprinklers. We fed cats 
or other animals left in 
homes, and we watered 
plants."

Supported by a small tax levy that 
generates about $84,000 a year, the 
59-year-old department otherwise 
makes ends meet with occasional 
grants, a chili supper in October and 
a pet vaccination clinic in March. All 
firefighters are unpaid, receiving only 
worker-compensation coverage and a 
retirement pension of $150 a month 
after 20 years of service. 

But when the Waldo Canyon Fire 
sent up a plume of smoke on Saturday, 
June 23, threatening Cascade and its 
Ute Pass neighbors, there was nothing 
modest about the CFD's response. In 
coordination with other firefighters 
from the region and beyond, the local 
volunteers worked a nine-day stretch 
of 18- to 20-hour days. 

And in a town of 350-odd homes, 
only one 800-square-foot vacation 
cabin fell victim to what became the 
most destructive fire in Colorado 
history. 

"They did above and beyond what 
would be expected of an agency of 
their size," says Scott Campbell, El 
Paso County's assistant deputy fire 
marshal, of the Cascade Fire Depart- 
ment. "Without them in there, it's 
questionable whether that community 
would have been saved." 

A way to connect 

Back in 2002, 10 days before the 
138,000-acre Hayman Fire ignited in 
neighboring Teller County, Cascade's 
volunteers and others, including air 
support, pounced on a six-acre blaze 



ago, as a way to connect with his 
community. He's served as chief twice 
and, with the dozen or so volunteers, 
makes up to 270 fire and medical 
calls in a busy year such as this. 

At about 7:45 p.m. on Friday, June 
22, Whittemore and Co. were told of 
smoke spotted above Pyramid Moun- 
tain Road on Cascade's north side. 
After an hour-long hike toward the 
spot, they found nothing. "By the time 
they got up on the ridge, darkness had 
fallen," Whittemore says. 

The crew returned at 7 the next 
morning to search, with help from El 
Paso County and U.S. Forest Service 
personnel. Again, they found nothing. 

The Waldo Canyon Fire was report- 
ed around 11; this time, there was no 
mistaking it. As Cascade and other 
towns along the pass were evacuated, 
Whittemore's volunteers once more 
swung into action. 

"It appeared so powerful, so big," 
Whittemore says. "I said, 'This thing 
isn't gonna get us.'" 

The trained volunteers, five of 
whom have wildland firefighting red 
cards, patrolled for flare-ups, removed 
combustibles such as cushions and 
firewood from outside homes, and 
trimmed shrubbery. Knowing the 
terrain, they went on to guide the 
Type 1 team, El Paso County and sur- 
rounding departments. One Cascade 
firefighter who owns an excavation 
company, Dennis Wagner, bulldozed a 
wide swath above the town. 

As the days ensued, firefighters left 



'A lot of reward' 

The little department, of 
course, didn't do it alone. 
Campbell says at least 50 
firefighters and several 
engines from Fort Carson, 
Wescott Fire Protection 
District and Green Moun- 
tain Falls and Chipita 
Park Fire Department 
helped. But still, he gives 
Cascade credit. 

"It's their homes. It's 
their community," he says. "Often 
it's difficult to get [firefighters in that 
situation] to do what's achievable. 
We didn't have that problem with 
Cascade. They listened to us, imple- 
mented decisions. They did exactly 
what was suggested, and they did it 
correctly. They were part of the team 
that kept fire out of Cascade." 

While the county and Colorado 
Springs will seek reimbursement from 
state and federal agencies, Cascade 
probably won't get a dime. Its volun- 
teers weren't considered part of the 
Type 1 team's resources, which can be 
redeployed wherever needed. 

Whittemore acknowledges that 
though they were unpaid, "there was 
a lot in it for us, a lot of reward in 
being able to serve in this capacity." 
He hopes others step up to serve, and 
already has had a few inquiries from 
potential new members. 

Meantime, the community won't 
quickly forget. Three banners hang 
near the fire station thanking them, 
and residents are making personal 
gestures. Rhetta Bergman, who lives 
on Pyramid Mountain Road, delivered 
a thank-you note with a $250 check, 
almost as much as the $278 a year she 
pays in taxes for the department. 

"They were right here Saturday 
afternoon as soon as that plume 
showed up," Bergman says. "They 
came back to check to be sure we were 
out of the house. They're awesome."

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High-speed rail discussed 

In 2009, the Rocky Mountain Rail Authority 
released a studythatfound high-speed rail 
technologically and economically feasible 
in Colorado, based on growth projections. 
On Monday, as part of its Interregional 
Connectivity Study, the state Department 
of Transportation took it a step further 
with an open house in Colorado Springs to 
discuss possible routes, station locations 
and costs of a high-speed rail network. 

The ICS study proposestwo preliminary 
alignments for the Fort Collins-Pueblo 
corridor. One closely follows existing 
track near Interstate 25 through Colorado 
Springs' downtown area, with the option 
of sharing track with lower-speed freight 
rail traffic. The other — a so-called 
"greenfield alignment" — cuts a new, 
more direct path east of I-25, bringing 
passengers instead to the Colorado 
Springs airport. The latter route, first 
proposed in the 2009 RMRA study, faced 
some public opposition Monday, mostly 
from Black Forest residents who voiced 
concerns about noise and the track 
potentially cutting through local property. 

The study's presenters stressed the 
preliminary nature of their report, and 
encouraged public input on the proposed 
alignments. No concrete recommendation 
is expected before 2013, and any 
implementation of a high-speed rail plan 
would likely take decades. — WM 

Illness strikes Kosley 

Woodland Park likes to bill itself as "the 
city above the clouds," but that dreamy 
description hardly seems apt these days. 
Since the Waldo Canyon Fire shut some 
people out and scared others away, locals 
have been scrambling to make up economic 
ground. And they're doing so without Beth 
Kosley, who has been seriously ill and 
does not plan to return to work. 

"She was dual-hatted: both economic 
development, which meant she worked 
for the city, and downtown development, 
which meant she worked forthe board ofthe 
[Downtown Development Authority]," says 
Woodland Park city manager David Buttery. 

Many remember Kosley as the longtime 
head of Colorado Springs' Downtown 
Partnership, which she ran for about 
15 years until 2008. Under her watch, 
the Downtown Development Authority 
and Downtown Business Improvement 
District formed, as well as Community 
Ventures and Art on the Streets. Kosley 
also played a big part in writing the 
Downtown Action Plan, a master plan for 
downtown development and growth. 

A Green Mountain Falls resident, Kosley 
saw the Woodland Park job as a way to focus 
on the environment she loved. Things went 
well until late March when she contracted a 
viral brain infection, with symptoms similar 
to a stroke. Kosley is recovering but has 
cognitive difficulties that may or may not 
be permanent, such as recalling names and 
dates, says longtime Downtown Partnership 
co-worker Denise Schall. 



Asfor Woodland Park, Buttery says, "Beth 
is being missed." But Chamber president 
Debbie Miller says most businesses have 
seen customers return, and a positive media 
message seems to be sinking in. — JAS 

Gessler request deferred 

In his relentless quest to prove abuse of 
our election system by undocumented 
immigrants. Republican Secretary of State 
Scott Gessler has launched a wide-scale 
investigation. And only El Paso County 
has refusedto comply with his requestfor 
specific information. 

Gessler requested information 
regarding immigration detainees from 
county jails, according to the Denver 
Post, finding that there were potentially 
85 undocumented immigrants registered 
to vote in Colorado. 

But the El Paso County Sheriff's Office 
denied Gessler's request, according to Lt. 
Jeff Kramer, because it "would violate our 
Inter-Governmental Service Agreement 
(IGSA) with Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement." Kramer said he referred 
Gessler's office to ICE, adding, "I don't 
believe the other agencies listed in the 
article have long-term housing contracts 
with ICE as we do, which means they are 
not bound by the same rules." — CH 

Nonprofit helps fire victims 

A new nonprofit is forming to help people 
who lost their homes in the Waldo 
Canyon Fire, but exactly who is paying 
how much to do that isn't clear. Colorado 
Springs Together, whose nonprofit status 
is pending with the Internal Revenue 
Service, wants individuals, businesses 
and nonprofits to donate to help clean up 
Mountain Shadows, including clearingthe 
home sites in a timely way. 

The group (coloradospringstogether. 
org) is headed by Bob Cutter, a technology 
consultant who says he's been a friend 
and business associate of Mayor Steve 
Bach for two decades. Others on the 
"leadership team" include a developer, 
contractor and officials with the El Pomar 
Foundation, Pikes Peak United Way, 
the city, county and Colorado Springs 
Utilities, among others. 

Springs Together plans four phases: 
debris removal, cleanup and removal of 
burned vegetation, mitigation of flood 
damage, and demolition of foundations, if 
necessary, to make way for new homes. 

Cutter acknowledges that no donations 
are tax-deductible until the IRS bestows 
nonprofit status, and stresses that 
homeowners aren't obligated to use 
demolition companies hired by Springs 
Together, which istryingto match resources 
with homeowners' needs. Cutter says some 
work, such as demolition, will be covered by 
insurance, but other expenses, such as the 
organization's office rent , will not. 

Springs Together's unpaid leaders. 
Cutter says, have two goals: to rebuild 
Mountain Shadows, and to grow a sense 
of community during the transition. He 
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also spoke of building a memorial and a 
community center, adding, "We're really 
kind of volunteering time. We're bringing 
expertise together to design a recovery 
process for Mountain Shadows." 

During a meeting with homeowners 
Monday, one man asked about the amount 
and sources of donations, and how the 
money is being managed. He was booed 
down by other homeowners, saying, "How 
dare you question these people who are 
trying to help?" says homeowner Jaqueline 
Calvano, who witnessed the meeting. 

"One man accosted him," she says. 
"Police had to pull him off." She, too, 
asked a few questions, and says "the 
whole crowd turned on me. There's a lot 
of money involved here, and somebody 
needs to be watching." — PZ 

Shooting range in sight 

El Paso County intends to award a 
contract Thursday for $650,216 to R.E. 
Monks Construction of Colorado Springs 
to build a public shooting range at Fort 
Carson. The idea for Cheyenne Mountain 
Shooting Range was developed after 
Rampart Range shooting area was shut 
down following an accidental shooting 
death there in 2009. 

The county has received an initial 
$25,000 grant from the National Rifle 
Association and expects $200,000 from 
Colorado Parks and Wildlife. In addition, 
the county will use $236,260 from selling 
property next to Fountain Creek Regional 
Park as well as$200,000from the Sheriff's 
Office, according to county records. 

The first phase consists of six live-fire 
ranges, each with 15 shooting stations. 
Half will be designed for short-range 
pistol shooting and half for long-range 
shooting up to 700 yards. The range, 
which will be just off Interstate 25 at exit 
132, will be open to the public six or seven 
days a week starting next summer. — PZ 

Parties come together 

This doesn't happen often: El Paso 
County's Democrats and Republicans will 
set aside their ideological differences 
Tuesday, July 31, for a good cause. 
Starting at 5:30 p.m., at Penrose House 
Garden Pavilion, the two parties will host 
a fundraiser to help families affected by 
the Waldo Canyon Fire. Slated to appear 
as of press time were Lt. Gov. Joe Garcia 
and state Sen. John Morse, as well as 
many local firefighters and entertainers. 

According to a statement from county 
GOP chairman Eli Bremer, "We're 
showing that we can put aside our 
differences to work together for the good 
of this community. If the Democratic and 
Republican parties can team up like this, 
then everyone can."

Wild vs. wild 

Having heard worry from animal lovers, zoo staff 
say they're ready for fire — or other emergencies

Though the fire was burning 
miles away, then in Mountain 
Shadows, the staff at the Cheyenne 
Mountain Zoo watched closely. In 
those late June days, no one knew 
which way it was going to move. 

But if the zoo had been threatened, 
they knew how they would move. 




Cheyenne Mountain Zoo is filled with 
enclaves that may keep animals safe. 



"We have emergency plans for 
just about anything," says Katie 
Borremans, public relations man- 
ager. "Fire is just one thing that we 
prepare for." 

The zoo's emergency fire plan 
has been in place for years; the 
staff drills it annually. Essentially, 
the plan lays out the responsibili- 
ties of every staff member, some 
responsible for emptying the 146 
acres of guests, others for collecting 
valuable paperwork, and plenty for 
seeing to the animals. 

While the fire raged, many people 
contacted the zoo, asking if staffers 
were evacuating the 800 animals; 
some regional zoos reached out with 
offers to take in those animals. But 
Borremans points out that moving 
them comes with "a lot of risk: The 
best-case scenario is keep the ani- 
mals where they are." 

Roxanna Breitigan, one of three 
animal care managers, explains 
that many animals are vulnerable 
to capture myopathy, a life-threat- 
ening condition caused by restraint. 
Also, the instinct of hoofed ani- 
mals, such as giraffes, is to run if 
they're being herded, which can 



easily lead to injury. (The last time 
they moved the giraffes, it took 
three days.) 

"It's just not feasible to move 
a large amount of animals," says 
Breitigan. 

And it's not necessary, says Bor- 
remans. 

For example, though the zoo is 
nestled into a wooded area west of 
The Broadmoor, its giraffe yard, with 
its large dirt expanse and no over- 
hanging trees, is considered defensi- 
ble space. And if the giraffes couldn't 
stay there, they could be moved into 
their barn — a large, concrete struc- 
ture with a dedicated power supply 
and a way to cut off ventilation, so 
smoke wouldn't be an issue. 

The elephant barn and yard are 
similarly defensible spaces, says 
Borremans, and the hippos, pri- 
mates and tigers are pretty safe, too. 

Also, in the basement of the 
giraffe barn are pens that could 
house numerous smaller animals: 
lizards, fowl, wallabies, penguins, 
bald eagles, porcupines. Basically, 
Breitigan jokes, it's a modern-day 
ark. Crates are set up in sheds 
throughout the zoo, and personnel 
annually drill moving these crates 
to safe areas. 

Every animal could be moved or 
secured within a day, says Borre- 
mans. But included in the plan is a 
priority list. 

While the chickens rank pretty 
low in priority, the black-footed fer- 
rets, an endangered species, would 
receive immediate attention in an 
emergency situation. 

Could they foresee euthanizing 
any animals? 

"It's just not something that we 
would ever do," Borremans says. 

Breitigan's husband, Jamie, over- 
sees food for the animals. If the 
fire department would allow it, up 
to 10 staff members could stay on 
the grounds, in the commissary. 
Breitigan points to a row of a large, 
blue Tupperware containers that 
are filled with MREs (ready-to-eat 
meals), head lamps, deodorant, 
water and toothbrushes. 

"In a worst-case situation," he 
says, "we'd be able to stay and feed, 
water the animals." 

"The animal-care staff are just 
so passionate about these animals," 
says Borremans, "I can't imagine 
what it would be like to lose some- 
thing like this."

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SPIEL TIME WITH BILL MAHER 



A not-so-cordial conversation with the controversial talk show host

By all appearances, Bill Maher has 
never had too much trouble drawing 
attention to himself. 

As an aspiring comic in the late '70s, 
he began hanging around New York City's 
Catch a Rising Star comedy club, where 
he would eventually land a job as emcee. 
More than 30 years later, he still packs 
good-sized venues with at least 50 stand-up 
comedy dates a year, and will be coming to 
the Pikes Peak Center on July 28. 

Maher has also had a film career that 
ranges from 1989's Cannibal Women in the 
Avocado Jungle of Death (opposite former 
Playmate of the Year Shannon Tweed, 
no less) to his own 2008 documentary 
Religulous, in which he takes on religion 
with a tenacity that's earned comparisons 
to Michael Moore's political filmmaking. 
Of course, Maher is still primarily 



known as a political talk-show host, hav- 
ing begun with the 1993 debut of Comedy 
Central's Politically Incorrect with Bill 
Maher. Following a four-year cable televi- 
sion run, the show was picked up by ABC, 
which aired it until a post-9/11 comment 
— in which Maher condemned the acts of 
suicide terrorists but disputed the charac- 
terization of them as "cowards" — quickly 
led to its cancellation. 

But Maher bounced back, returning 
to the less-restrictive realm of cable via 
HBO's Real Time with Bill Maher, where 
his recurring guests have included evo- 
lutionary biologist and renowned athe- 
ist Richard Dawkins, civil rights activist 
Cornel West, and altweekly sex columnist 
Dan Savage. 

Through it all, Maher has developed a 
persona that's typically revered or reviled 



— polarized reactions that are often, but 
not always, determined by the degree of 
alignment with his political views. 

That he's widely regarded as a left-lean- 
ing Democrat may say less about Maher 
himself than it does about the culture 
that surrounds and sustains him. Many 
of his views, if not his way of expressing 
them, might in the past have been consid- 
ered centrist. But times change, and most 
of today's pundits and politicians know 
that giving everything an us-against-them 
veneer translates into higher ratings. 

For his own part, Maher still clearly 
identifies as a stand-up comic. Go to the 
"About" page on billmaher.com, and you'll 
find three politically neutral Maher quotes 
in perpetual rotation: 

"I'm the last of my guy friends to have 
never gotten married, and their wives — 



they don't want them playing with me. 
I'm like the escaped slave, I bring news of 
freedom." 

"I can't take people who say things like 
'we built this country.' You built nothing. 
The railroads were pretty much up by 
1980 [sic]." 

"That's what's so great about the Inter- 
net: it enables pompous blowhards to con- 
nect with other pompous blowhards in a 
vast circle -jerk of pomposity." 

In interviews — or at least in this one — 
Maher's contentious attitude rarely lets up, 
whether he's addressing characterizations 
of himself as the left's equivalent of Rush 
Limbaugh, or the degree of difference 
between atheism and agnosticism, or even 
the quality of other comedians. 

The result is not always pretty, to be 
sure, but then what is?

Indy: So you're coming to Colorado 
Springs, which, as I'm sure you know, is 
the home of New Life Church and Focus 
on the Family. Do you feel like you're 
kind of stepping into the belly of the 
beast here? 

Bill Maher: I hope so. I love going to 
conservative areas. I do it all the time, 
because I always find that, even if they're 
known to be a conservative area, there's 
always a lot of very progressive people who 
live amongst them. 

Indy: Oh, there's 12 or 13 of us. 

BM: Oh no, you'll find out there's a lot 
more. Because, I promise you, they will 
come out of the woodwork when I come 
to town. And that's what I love, is the fact 
that, you know, you discover people in the 
community, like, "Wow, look at all of us, 
I didn't realize there were so many of us, 
and then here we all are, under one roof." 

Indy: And we all have $55! 

BM: That's right. [Laughs.] And they do 
tend to be rather well off. Because they're 
smart. They know how to make money. 

Indy: I was thinking it would be good 
to get Ted Haggard to open for you. 
Would you be up for that? 

BM: I love Ted Haggard. We tried very 
hard to get him on the show. Is he still in 
the area? 

Indy: He's still in the area. 

BM: Yeah. Oh yeah. No, I love Ted. 
That little moment he has in Religulous, 
when he says hi from the pulpit to some- 
body in the audience? "Good moooorning, 
Wayne!" Yes, I mean, Ted, he's a sweet 
man. He's a victim. That's really how I see 
it. He's another victim of religion. 

Indy: On the subject of religion, you've 
made comments that seem to fall more in 
line with agnosticism than atheism. But 
you did receive the Richard Dawkins 
Award, and you're kind of on your way 
to becoming America's most famous 
atheist. 

BM: Oh, I hope so. There was a poll that 
came out a couple of weeks ago that said a 
third of the young people under 30 in this 
country now are either atheist, agnostic or 
leaning that way. And I of course raised 



my hand and took all the credit for that. I 
mean, not really, but ... 

Indy: I know the atheist thing is kind 
of your cross to bear now. But when it 
comes to atheism or agnosticism, which 
one do you identify with more? 

BM: You know it's so hard to — we're 
talking such nuanced differences ... 

Indy: Not really... 

BM: Really? Well, Richard Dawkins, 
for example, in his book, says he can't 
tell the difference. So therefore, he made 
a scale. He said there's a scale of 1 to 7, 
where 7 is utter certainty that there is no 
god, and 1 is utter certainty that there is. 

Like, Carl Jung was a 1; he was utterly 
certain that there is a god. And Richard 
Dawkins said — and who's more of a 
famous atheist than he? — he said, "Even 
I'm a 6.9." Because, you know, we don't 
finally know. I mean, if we were to claim 
utter certainty, than we would be just as 
bad as they are . . . 

Indy: So it's really 1 and 7 that are 
virtually the same. 

BM: So yeah, you know, Richard 
Dawkins famously said: Yes, there could 
be a god, and there could be a spaghetti 
monster between here and Alpha Centauri. 
Ultimately we just don't know. 

And I would like to be gathering more 
people over to this side, anything that's not, 
"I believe in an old man in the sky, who 
had a son, and there was a talking snake in 
a garden 5,000 years ago." Anything that's 
not that is a bit of a victory. 

So I don't want to alienate by being doctri- 
naire. I think it's a lot better just to say, I don't 
know, but let's not be silly about it, because 
we're never gonna find out, and it really 
doesn't matter. Just be a good person for the 
sake of it. And get them in the tent that way. 

Indy: I actually interviewed Peter 
Gabriel right after his dad had died. 
You know, the musician . . . 

BM: Of course, yeah, Genesis. 

Indy: Right. And he told me his dad 
had been an atheist for decades. But 
right toward the end of his life, he got 
back into the Church of England and, 
as Gabriel put it, he was "hedging his 



bets." Is there even an outside chance 
that could happen to you? 

BM: I do not think so. You know, well, 
first of all I would hate to pussy out like 
that. I mean, um, my friend Christopher 
Hitchens died recently, and he went out 
strong. He didn't go out recanting. 

There's a famous story about WC Fields, 
one of my favorite comedians of all time. 
He was a lifelong atheist, and the story 
goes — it might be apocryphal — but the 
story goes that, on his deathbed, he was 
looking at a Bible, and his friend came in 
and said, "Oh my god, Bill, what are you 
doing?" And Fields said, "Looking for 
loopholes." [Laughs.] Yeah, that's probably 
something somebody made up. 

Indy: So, if you could have dinner with 
[comedians] Mort Sahl or Lenny Bruce or 
Bill Hicks, who would you pick and why? 

BM: Well I've had dinner with Mort 
Sahl. Or at least I've talked to him. 

Indy: OK, so he's ruled out. 

BM: Yeah, uh, [lowering his voice] I 
don't think he likes me. 

Indy: Why not? 

BM: I can't remember. I think he was on 
Politically Incorrect years ago and, I don't 
know, I can't remember. But I remember 
him not liking me. 

Indy: If it's any consolation, my mom 
didn't like him, either. 

BM: No, it's not mutual. I like him fine, 
and I think he had a great moment. I think, 
you know, he obviously didn't take it very 
far because he got lost in the weeds, but 
maybe he would disagree. 

I would like Lenny Bruce, you know, he's 
a fascinating guy. I never knew Bill Hicks. 
He was a good comedian, but I don't know 
his work as well as I know the Lenny Bruce 
stuff. I don't find [Bruce] laugh-out-loud 
funny, mostly. But maybe, you know, people 
who were there say he was laugh-out-loud 
funny. To me, it doesn't survive in that form. 

But he still was an amazing pioneer who 
I personally owe a great debt to, because 
Lenny Bruce, after all, was arrested nine 
times for doing what I routinely do every 
night when I'm out there doing stand-up 
comedy across America. So he was a pio- 
neer who took a lot of the arrows. 
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Indy: You've obviously been no strang- 
er to controversy throughout your career. 
Do you mind if I ask about a few of them? 

BM: No, of course not. 

Indy: Good. The obvious one was after 
Rush Limbaugh was criticized for his 
bizarrely lecherous condemnations of 
Sandra Fluke. And then I'm sure you 
saw the conservative response ad, with 
the nightclub routine in which you make 
some pretty mean characterizations of 
Sarah Palin and her daughter. 

BM : Well, not her daughter. Just Sarah 
Palin. Yeah, I mean, you know, this is 
not new for the right wing or FOX News. 
Every time one of theirs gets in trouble, 
they trot me out as an example of an equiv- 
alency. But of course it's a ridiculous false 
equivalency. Nobody, I think — nobody 
who's intelligent — would really believe it. 

Of course, the people who hate me to 
begin with are gonna 



leap to anything that 
characterizes me 
unfairly and unjustly. 
But you know, first of 
all, Rush Limbaugh 
is not a comedian, 
OK? I'm a stand- 
up comedian. What 
they were quoting 
from me is somehow 
an equivalent to the 
disgusting things 
he said about San- 
dra Fluke? That was 
in my stand-up act. 

Yeah, I called Sarah Palin a cunt in the 
context of a routine, OK? I'm sorry, but . . . 

Indy: But didn't you include her 
daughter too, something sexual... 

BM: I mean, we've made jokes on our 
show. There was a joke we had in a New 
Rule [segment], I think. Something like, she 
had sex until a baby fell out or something. 

Indy: Yeah, that's one of them. 

BM: SO WHAT?! I mean, this is not 
intimidating me at all. And again, to get 
back to the point I was making, I'm a stand- 
up comedian — in the tradition, by the way, 
of Lenny Bruce and George Carlin . . . 

Indy: And Bill Hicks. 

BM: OK, and Bill Hicks. But I was 
around, I think, before Bill Hicks. I don't 
think I'm in his tradition. And frankly, I 
think he's a good comedian — I don't think 
he's in the same league with George Carlin 
or Lenny Bruce, but he's a good comedian. 

I think when you die [laughs], your 
image is enhanced. No matter how good 
you were in life, if you die young, you 
know, they put you on a pedestal. Which 
is not to take anything away from him. But 
my point is that, this is the kind of comedy 
I do. I don't do dogs-and-cats kind of com- 
edy. My comedy is edgy. 

And it's not like I walked onstage and 
went, "Good evening, ladies and gentlemen, 
Sarah Palin is a cunt." Although if I want 
to, I will. It was a very carefully crafted 
routine, and when that word came in, it 
made sense in the context I had built up. 
And by the way, it got screams of laughter 
all around the country from my audience. 

Now, my audience is the first to tell me 
if they think something is out of line. They 



obviously didn't. So there is no equiva- 
lency to what Rush Limbaugh was doing, 
which was castigating a civilian as being a 
slut because she used birth control. 

Indy: It's true that the Palins are 
obviously publicity hounds, and Sandra 
Fluke is not. 

BM: Right, and by the way, Sarah Palin 
has called people names that are worse 
than cunt, in my view. 

Indy: Really, like what? 

BM: Well, she called the president a ter- 
rorist. She basically called David Letterman 
a child molester for making a joke about 
her daughter, which was not really about 
her daughter, it was a joke about [baseball 
player] Alex Rodriguez. So it's not like she's 
somebody who is an innocent civilian on the 
sidelines. We're talking about Sarah Bar- 
racuda here, after all. We're talking about 
a mean, vindictive, 
vengeful, political 
gutterfighter.

Indy: On to 
another contro- 
versy, then. In your 
film Religulous, you 
featured politician 
Geert Wilders, who 
among other things 
is known for com- 
paring the Koran 
to Mein Kampf. I 
don't know a nicer 
way to phrase this, 
but wouldn't your hatred for racist xeno- 
phobes trump your hatred of religion? 

BM: Uh, well, I don't know why we have 
to frame it as a contest between the two. 

Indy: I'm asking because of your deci- 
sion to include him in the film. 

BM: OK, but you know, you're trying to 
distill two very complex, nuanced issues 
into one simple contest. That's ridiculous. 
I am certainly not prejudiced against race, 
religion, whatever. I do think religion 
is stupid and dangerous, so, yes, I have 
disdain for religion. But I don't have dis- 
dain for people who are religious. Nor 
are my eyes, you know, looking through 
rose-colored glasses about people who 
are influenced by religion to do horrible 
things. As many people are. And this is the 
point Geert Wilders is making. 

Now, I mean, that was six years ago that 
we interviewed him. I know a lot has hap- 
pened in the Netherlands since then. I'm 
not sure of everything he's said. I don't 
stand by everything he's said, I'm sure. But 
he's somebody who is saying: Don't look at 
religions, and especially the Islamic reli- 
gion, through rose-colored glasses. And I 
would totally agree with that. 

We interviewed a lot of Muslim people 
for this movie and, you know, the liberal 
point of view here in America is, "Yes, 
all religions are the same. They all try to 
reach god through the same ..." — Not 
true! All religions are not the same. 

If you ask a lot of Muslim people, and 
I'm talking about people who are consid- 
ered moderate Muslims, "Do you think it's 
OK if violence comes to somebody who 
insults the prophet?" a lot of them will say: 
You know what? If you insult the prophet, 
you get what's coming to you.

And do you feel 
differently when you look back on it?

Indy: I'm more interested in how you 
feel about the reaction to it. 

BM: Well, you know, I mean, it came 
out great for me, because six months later 
I was at HBO doing a show that I enjoy a 
lot more. And I've been doing that show for 
10 years. So it was a blessing in disguise, is 
the upshot of it. 

Indy: It seems like among liberally 
inclined commentators, you're pretty 
much up there with Jon Stewart and 
Michael Moore by now. Do you feel ... 

BM: What do you mean, 
"by now"? I was there way 
before.

Indy: Let's move on, then, to a question 
about your feelings on media in general. I 
heard an interview on NPR about Social 
Security and Medicare where the reporter 
was asking her subject, "What can be 
done about all these out-of-control entitle- 
ments?"

And now — we were just saying this on 
our show Friday night — I was saying that 
the Democrats did a horrible job selling 
health care. So it really does have to start 
with them. 

But my god, you know, this should not 
have been something that was a hard sell 
to the American people. They were just 
trying to tell them, we want you to be well. 
[Laughs.] Is that really such a hard thing 
to sell to people? "What do you mean 
you want me to be well, isn't that gonna 
infringe on my FREEE-DOM?" 

Indy: Freedom to be dead. 

BM: Freedom to be dead, exactly. Get 
your government hands off my jobless, can- 
cer-ridden body. You know, 
it's amazing that you can 
get people who are literally 
sick, who need health care, 
to stand there and say the 
last thing they want is Obam- 
acare, because you know 
what? You subsidize one 
kid's inhaler, and then every 
kid is gonna think breathing is an entitlement. 

Indy: That's good. Have you said all 
that before? 

BM: No, but I'll use it again.

Ann Yaeger's oil painting of a plump green caterpillar could easily pass 
for a scientific illustration if it weren't for the helmet and space-age 
gear. The same could be said forthe wide-eyed bird in an aviator cap. Or 
the lionfish with a scuba tank strapped to its back. 

Yaeger, an art instructor at Pueblo Community College, adds unexpected 
twists to animal subjects that already catch the eye for another reason: 
They literally look as if they could leap (or crawl) off the canvas. 

"The first time that you see it," says Christel Dussart, Sangre de Cristo 
Arts Center's visual arts curator, "you can't believe that actually someone 
could do that with oil paint." 

There's no better way to 
learn how Yaeger does it than 
by asking the artist herself, and 
visitors to the Sangre de Cristo 
Arts Center have the opportu- 
nity to do just that. Atthe Third 
Place, a studio built inside the 
Hoag Gallery, they can watch 

and chat with Yaeger while 

she works on new paintings. She'll work there throughout the month but is 
guaranteed to be available the evening of Friday, July 20. 

As executive director Dan Lere explains on the Sangre's website: 
"While most of us spend much of our lives at home (our 'first' place) and 
our workplace (our 'second' place) we derive much of the enjoyment and 
fun in our lives at 'third places,' such as coffee shops, parks, libraries, and 
art galleries." 

Dussart says the Third Place strives "to be something new that would 
bring in a younger generation and get people locally more involved" in the 
art scene. Key to that effort are the artists like 
Yaeger, who says she's "a little nervous but excit- 
ed" about opening up to curious viewers. 

Surely, she'll have plenty to talk about. For 
instance, "Stag" and "Unicorn" — in which green 
and white beetles sprout intricate towers from 
their backs — date back to her 2007 residency 
in Paris, which she took after graduating from 
Washington University in St. Louis. Lately, Yae-

ger says she's working on small-scale, intricate paintings 
partially inspired by the medieval art and architecture in the 
French capital. 

"I was actually thinking about the insects with a dash of 
their surroundings and what they would look like," Yaeger 
says, adding she has her father, also a nature artist, to 
thank for her interest in scenery and wildlife. "But 
I'm still working on that theme concept." 

Each artist atthe Third Place can request 
to have a musician play while he or she 
works; Yaeger will have the Pueblo 
Community Jazz Ensemble, also 
known as Deep Shelter, which 
counts some of her students as 
members. 

Yaeger's finished products 
from her stay atthe Sangre 
will be shown during a 
September show of A 
hers at PCC, which 
will soon form a 
partnership with 
the museum. Both 
organizations will 
swap space for 
classes, and 
PCC students 
will have 
free, unlimited 
access to the 

Sangre, along with internships. 

Hopefully that will be as successful as Third 
Place. Since it launched in May, Dussart says, it 
has received such a warm reception thatthere's no 
end date in sight. Artists are currently booked through 
December.

Flame out 

The Sunbird proves longevity doesn't equal luxury

The main problem with the Sun- 
bird isn't necessarily the food 
from executive chef Rudy Barajas, 
though there are plenty of holes 
there. It's not the location, which on 
the one hand is kind of a pain, but 
on the other offers a pleasant view 
of the city. It's not that it has out- 
of-state ownership, via California's 
Specialty Restaurants Corporation. 
(There's a picture of the company's 
now-deceased founder, David Tal- 
lachet, in the lobby.)

The rack of lamb is amazing, but it 
can't save the restaurant from itself. 



It's not even that the ambience is 
outdated, what with the fake plants, 
generic art, dark carpeting and Van- 
essa Carlton on the radio. Or that 
sometimes the silverware is chipped 
like it's been used to carve arrow- 
heads, or that the coffee ($3.25, 
from Royal Cup in Alabama) is 
poured from red and brown diner 
pots and isn't very good. 

The main problem with the 
Sunbird, a 41-year-old staple of the 
local fine dining scene and site of 
countless wedding receptions, is 
that the service can be mind-bog- 
glingly terrible. 

During a dinner visit it couldn't 
have been clearer that our presence 
was something of an inconvenience, 
from the apa- 
thetic teenage 
host who, along 
with everybody 
else, failed to col- 
lect our unneeded 
place settings or 
light the table's 
oil lamp, to our 
brusque server, 
who was also doubling as the bar- 
tender and left almost all our plates

on the table throughout the meal. 
(He took more than 20 minutes just 
to get our drink order in the begin- 
ning, and later, when we walked 
by the bar during an attempt to 
kill time, he called us over to grab 
our drinks and take them back to 
the table. I can only wonder what 
would've happened if we'd walked 
by the kitchen.) 

Also, items arrived out of sync 

— we got our appetizer of crab- 
stuffed mushrooms ($11) before we 
were told to retrieve our drinks, 
then a loaf of soft bread followed 

— and often disappointed upon 
arrival. The gin martini ($9) was 
well-balanced, but three-quarters 
full; a glass ($7.75) of Pinot Noir 
was clearly oxidized; and the dull 
appetizer was covered with a pale, 
gelatinous hollandaise and tasted 
more strongly of green peppers 
than mushroom. 

Some redemption arrived with 
the main course. Sourced from 
Stock Yards in Chicago, a medium- 
rare rack of lamb ($29), stacked like 
a campfire over creamy goat-cheese 
risotto, was grilled to perfection, 
while an osso bucco ($21), with 
soft braised pork (instead of veal) 
and some killer Parmesan polenta, 
came off like the thick, smoky, 
tomato stew it's supposed to be. A 
tough and extremely fishy sword- 
fish steak ($25) mystified when it 
arrived topped with a strawberry 
beurre blanc, however. "It tastes 
like a strawberry-fish milkshake," a 
fellow diner put it. 

A visit to the Sunday brunch 
($31.95/person) yielded results 
somewhere in the middle. The 
industrial-strength whipped cream 
that melted into oily globules in 
my flavored cappuccino was pretty 
gross, as was the anemic bacon 
and sausage, the mushy salmon, 
wet fish sticks and fatty beef tips. 
But the red-pepper bisque was 
delicious, the coconut curry lamb 
sweetly spiced, the runny eggs 
Benedict OK and the King Crab 
legs as advertised. 

The all-you-can-drink cham- 
pagne is nice, too, but a bottle 
of the kind they serve, William 
Wycliff Vineyards, is, like, five 
bucks. So if what you really want 
out of a Sunbird trip is to sightsee, 
brown-bag one of those and find 
yourself a hilltop. As one angry 
Yelper put it, "To bad you cant eat 
the view!!"

Homestead on the range 

Talk about tapping into the Zeitgeist: Buck- 
ley's Homestead Supply (1501 W. Colo- 
rado Ave., buckleyshomesteadsupply.com) 
opened in late June under owners Allison 
and Ed Buckley, a D-11 science teacher and 
Sinton Dairy employee, respectively. 

With the rise in urban gardening and 
husbandry of all sorts, the timing couldn't 
be better for a small community shop offer- 
ing basic homesteading supplies. Buckley's 
inventory includes traditional and organic 
feed for goats, rabbits and chickens; bee- 
keeping items; cheese-, soap- and yogurt- 
making supplies; canning and fermenting 
necessities; butter churns and vintage- 
style kitchen items; educational books; and 
even old-fashioned laundry washboards. 

"We've been on this journey our- 
selves," says Allison in allusion to her 
urban farm, to which she added chickens 
last year. "I joined the Colorado Springs 
Urban Homesteaders Meetup [group] and 
quickly got frustrated that there were 
no places in town to get supplies. ... We 
wanted a place to build all these skills." 

Shugas gets wheels 

Three years ago, Alexius Weston and hus- 
band Kurt Bunch of Shugas (702 S. Cas- 
cade Ave., shugas.com) purchased an old 
food truck at Ross Auction. It sat around, 
getting periodic battery jumps and engine 
starts as the couple "played around with 
ideas forever," in Weston's words. 

Business at their brick-and-mortar 
institution has been great, she says, 
weakening their motivation to get serious 
about an extension on wheels. But with a 
recent artistic paint job by Douglas and 
Mallori Rouse, the vision is finally jelling. 

Hopefully by late August or a little later, 
a mobile version of the cool cafe will shut- 
tle its spicy Brazilian coconut shrimp soup 
and other popular items like the tomato, 
goat cheese and pesto Phellini sandwich 
to yet-to-be-determined destinations. 

"We're going to keep it minimal," says 
Weston, considering expansion into empa- 
nada-like "hand pies" to be served along- 
side lavender lemonade in hot months and 
hot lemon-ginger tea in cold ones. We'll 
update you when the truck hits the road.

If you want really good Thai food, you should prob- 
ably go to a restaurant that cooks only Thai food. 
Mandarin Bistro cooks about 90 percent Chinese, 
with only a small Thai selection. Still, I was tempted, 
so aside from a serving of very standard egg rolls ($2), 
I ordered green curry chicken ($8.55) and house pad 
Thai ($8.95) plates, universal Thai-food favorites and 
easy indicators of skill. 

First bites of both dishes revealed an overuse of 
sugar — too much extra sweetness, when plenty of 
starch is present already. (Notto mention, too much 
extra sweetness for savory items.) Ordered hot, the 
chicken was tame until I bit into hot pepper slivers, 
which is to say the heat didn't really get incorpo- 
rated in a balanced way. The pad Thai was plenty 
peanutty, but otherwise average. Nothing unpleas- 
ant, but overall, no Koh Phangan full-moon party in 
my mouth. — Matthew Schniper

Western Omelette's a place where you can find 
a large man, wearing suspenders and a camouflage 
baseball hat, holding his plate closer to his mouth so 
he can better shovel in the good stuff. It's also a place 
where, against a restaurant-wide Native American 
motif, personable servers describe the green chili by 
saying they're "too white" for it. (And, Lord, is that 
stuff hot: While I'm not a fan of its thick, gravy-like 
texture, it's as spiked with habaneros as advertised.) 

Elsewhere on the menu lie the Monte Cristo ($9.15) 
and the corned beef hash ($7.59). Though the former's 
traditionally dipped in batter and fried, this version 
takes a French-toast-sandwich approach, coming 
steaming hot with a side of onion rings, and full of 
perfectly fine grilled ham and turkey, and Swiss and 
American cheeses. As for the latter, ours sported a 
little too much char, but had the edge taken off with a 
gooey fried egg. — Bryce Crawford

Since our last visit to the Blue Star, then under 
short-lived chef Daniel Gerson,the kitchen's seen the 
collaborative command of head chef Andrew Sherrill 
and sous chefs Mark Henry and Will Merwin. And as 
boys will, they've been tinkering — lately in the realm 
of house-made charcuterie, such as a rosemary bour- 
bon venison sausage. 

But I stopped in to try new items on the summer 
lunch menu: a bright seabass ceviche starter ($9) 
layered with avocado and a lively, herby olive-onion 
chop; a seasonally smart, chilled bowl of vichyssoise 
($6), with a nice blue-cheese-walnut garnish; and a 
watermelon salad ($8). The salad put forth a fan of 
the fruit, supposedly compressed with St. Germain 
liqueur, but I couldn't taste any elderflower beside a 
wild tuft of arugula under-dressed in white balsamic 
with some Pecorino shavings. As always, almost all 
good. — Matthew Schniper

Peeling back the mask 



"The Dark Knight Rises (PG-13)

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By Jar the darkest of the trilogy, this installment sees the city of Gotham, and the plight of Batman, at their worst. 



There are no heroes here. 
This may be the darkest, the 
grimmest, the most depressing sum- 
mer popcorn movie ever. It is not 
summery. It is not popcorny. There is 
no adventure here. There is no escap- 
ism. There is only grinding reality 
to be endured in the harsh mirror it 
holds up to us in the audience. For 
there can be no mistake that the peo- 
ple of Gotham are us, we 99 percent 
huddled in the dark and frantic for a 
hero we will not find. 

In Christopher Nolan's first 
Dark Knight film, Batman Begins, 
Gotham was a clearly fictional place 
— oh, inspired by New York City, no 
question, but the Gotham skyline was 
emphatically a fantasy. Here, there 
is no longer any pretense: The iconic 
buildings and bridges of the Manhat- 
tanscape are not disguised or altered. 
That is Fifth Avenue, symbol of lux- 
ury and wealth. That is Wall Street, 
symbol of excess and greed. 

Who occupies this city? The 99 
percent are janitors and delivery 
guys who are ignored and pass 
invisibly through halls of power. 
They are a cat burglar, Selina Kyle 
(Anne Hathaway), who steals from 
the rich because it's a good way for 
a clever girl to make a living. They 
are the idealistic young cop John 
Blake (Joseph Gordon-Levitt), whose 
romanticism will be shattered as he 
confronts the realities of his hero, 
police Commissioner James Gordon 
(Gary Oldman). 

Gordon is on the other side: He has 
been abetting the elevation to City 
Savior of district attorney Harvey 



Dent and the demonization of the 
Batman, who took the fall for the 
crimes and sins of Dent at the end 
of The Dark Knight. And of course 
there's billionaire playboy Bruce 
Wayne (Christian Bale). He has now 
turned recluse, but over the course of 
this beautifully bleak story, we will 
learn that even hidden away in his 
stately manor, he wields power, and 
that he likes to play god. 

What happens in such an unfair 
world? Enter a villain, the masked 
Bane (Tom Hardy), who takes 
advantage of those who have been 
taken advantage of. It takes only a 
little mass blackmail before Gotham 
is on Bane's side, and despotism 
descends with the hurricane force of 
inevitability. 

The peasants of Gotham become a 
city wide mob, following a madman 
because it sounds like he understands 
them. It's authentic French Revolu- 
tion time. Nolan has said Rises was 
inspired by A Tale of Two Cities ... 
except here, the two cities are merely 
the two sides of Gotham. 

Two sides of a coin, too, are the 
Batman and Bane. They are physi- 
cally and, in some ways, philosophi- 
cally matched, garnering mythic 
power from their anonymity — "No 
one cared who I was until I put on 
the mask," Bane notes bitterly — and 
from their steadfast adherence to a 
certainty about what's "right" for 
everyone else. And around them, 
men die willingly and worshipfully 
for Bane, and lie willingly and wor- 
shipfully for the Batman. The cult 
surrounding both of them is chilling. 



This is a dysfunctional world that 
cannot continue, and yet it seems 
intractable. The cast is altogether 
extraordinary, carrying a weight of 
tragic, unavoidable destiny through- 
out. They make a dark movie for our 
dark days even more gloomy, and less 
dismissible as mere "entertainment." 
This is a beast of a film ... a beast that 
has us all in its red and rageful glare.

Breaking Bad, check. 
The same two guys are also hair- 
less studs who enjoy each other's 
company courtesy of a menage a 
trois with a sexy babe (Blake Lively). 
Y Tu Mama Tambien, check. 
A stellar middle-aged actor 
(Benicio del Toro) wears a dreadful 
wig and serves as a scenery-chew- 
ing force of sadistic violence. 
No Country for Old Men, check. 
An innocuous black man (Leon- 
ard Roberts) gets his head blown off 
inside a car. 

Pulp Fiction, check. 
Salma Hayek's heaving bosom? 
Desperado, check. 
What about a director for this 
pastiche? Given that the likes of 
Tarantino and the Coens, who 
write their own scripts, wouldn't be 
available, the next best thing would 
be the formerly hip Oliver Stone. 
Sadly, the man who once made 
energetic, controversial films like 
Salvador and JFK is now reduced to 
leering over Blake Lively's backside 
and overseeing the prosthetic chal- 
lenges posed by making body parts 
blow up. 

There will, perhaps, always be 
an audience for films about guns, 
babes, suitcases of money, bags of 
drugs and the people who kill each 
other over them. But as demonstrat- 



ed as recently as last year's Drive, 
it's also possible to take such rote 
material and do something creative 
or memorable or ironic with it. Sav- 
ages is an empty, nihilistic spectacle 
that takes greed, sadism and tropi- 
cal getaways as fundamental human 
values. 

"Violence should not be consum- 
able," said the Austrian director 
Michael Haneke, by way of expli- 
cating his 
blood-curdling 
Funny Games. 
While I try 
to resist such 
finger-wag- 
ging (I loved 
Inglourious 
Basterds\), 
Savages left 
me hating 
humanity as I 
walked to my 
car afterward. 
The sicken- 
ing feeling 
is worsened 
when one 
watches 
the film in 
a crowded 
suburban 
multiplex — the film also includes 
a shopping-porn montage featuring 
two young lovelies. {Pretty Woman, 
check.) 

To experience Savages in a 
shopping-mall setting is to witness 
violence being consumed: Audience 
members chortle over ruptured eye- 
balls, exploding skulls and the pre- 
dicament of a disposable Mexican 
who gets a tire put over his body, 
gasoline poured over him and ignit- 
ed by one of our white heroes. 

But it's just a movie, isn't it? 
Perhaps so. And perhaps films like 
Savages, along with superior works 
like Breaking Bad and No Country 
for Old Men, also serve as release 
valves for our anxiety about our 
Southern border, which was secured 
in 1848 with the Treaty of Guada- 
lupe Hidalgo. (Ulysses S. Grant, 
who served in that campaign as a 
young officer, called the war "one 
of the most unjust ever waged by a 
stronger against a weaker nation"). 

But perhaps the border-war mov- 
ies entertain us as they stoke our 
fears that the bill may be coming 
due, that the 50,000 casualties of 
the drug war over the past five 
years on the Mexican side may start 
occurring here.

Unbroken heart 

The Nitty Gritty Dirt Band carries on an alt-country legacy 

By Bill Forman 



The first half of 2012 was a sobering 
one for the bluegrass community, 
and for John McEuen in particular. 

"I've had several of my musical 
mentors vanish in the last few months," 
says the soft-spoken Nitty Gritty Dirt 
Band co-founder. "It's very strange." 

In March, two of the longest-sur- 
viving participants in the Dirt Band's 
ambitious Will the Circle Be Unbroken 
album — Earl Scruggs and Doc Watson 
— passed away. Both were already blue- 
grass legends by the time they appeared 
on the 1972 release, which went triple- 
platinum and was chosen by the Library 
of Congress National Recording Regis- 
try of works of unusual merit. 

Although McEuen also plays fiddle, 
guitar, mandolin, electric bass and lap 
slide guitar, the banjo is still his primary 
instrument. So it's no surprise that he cites 
Scruggs as integral to his style of playing. 

"Even today, I spend a couple of hours 
playing before every show, and usually I 
go through at least five Scruggs songs," 
says McEuen. "He was a huge influence, 
and so was Doug Dillard, who also 
passed away a month ago." 

It was Dillard, in fact, who inspired 
McEuen to pick up the banjo in the 
first place. 

"I was playing the guitar a little bit as 
a 17-year-old, and I went to see a group 
called the Dillards, which I'd never heard 
of," says McEuen, whose friend had got- 
ten him into a Los Angeles club. "And as 
I sat there, waiting 
for them to go on, 
I didn't understand 
why I was getting 
nervous — not being

normally thought of as a nervous guy. 
Both of my knees were shaking. My 
hands got sweaty; it was air-conditioned. 
And as soon as they hit the stage, and 
Doug Dillard lit into "Hickory Hollow," it 
was like, 'Oh my god ..." 

Fate having set his course, McEuen 
would see the Dillards play five times a 
month, sometimes more. At 18, he picked 
up his first banjo, along with a Pete 
Seeger book on how to play it. A few 
years later, he hooked up with singer-gui- 
tarist Jeff Hanna and drummer Jimmie 
Fadden to form the band he's still record- 
ing and performing with to this day. 

Dirt never sleeps 

Through the years, the Dirt Band has 
undergone countless musical transitions, 
sometimes within the same album or 
even, for that matter, the same song. 
Such is the case with McEuen's "White 
Russia," a supremely catchy instrumen- 
tal whose arrangement goes through 
more changes than Edgar Winters' 
"Frankenstein." (McEuen greets the 
admittedly odd assessment with a gra- 
cious thank you, while confirming that 
the band still plays it in concert.) 

The musical centerpiece of 1978's 
The Dirt Band, "White Russia" had 
little in common with most of that era's 
country, rock and pop fare. But it also 
stood out from the rest of the album, 
which found the group moving more 
toward the West Coast sound of bands 
like Poco and the Eagles. 

"We've always been proud of the fact 
that [the Eagles] made comments that 
the Dirt Band was an influence on them 
in their early years," says McEuen. "I 




don't know that it was 
a transition as much as 
an evolution. You know, 
John Sebastian told me 
the Lovin' Spoonful 
were so bad that when 
they recorded 'Do You 
Believe in Magic,' they 
could only get through 
one verse and the cho- 
rus — and then they had 
to copy [the basic track] 
and repeat it throughout 
the rest of the song. 

"But all the groups 
that started in the '60s 
got better as they got further along in 
their career. And the Dirt Band was 
one that always was improving, or at 
least we hoped people would take it 
that way." 

Circle 'round the sons 

Indeed, there aren't many musicians 
who can score a hit with their cover of 
Jerry Jeff Walker's terminally depressing 
ballad "Mr. Bojangles" and then go on to 
pen a tune like "Make a Little Magic," 
which McEuen calls "the kind of song 
you hear in grocery stores sometimes." 
(In fact, McEuen — who lived in Colo- 
rado's Clear Creek County for 20 years 
— still recalls hearing "Make a Little 
Magic" while strolling the aisles of a 
Safeway in Idaho Springs.) 

"We had trouble seeing what didn 't 
fit," says McEuen of the band's eclecti- 
cism. "Maybe we're just a country ver- 
sion of Spinal Tap, I don't know." 

Or maybe they just recognize that 
the circle can grow pretty wide and still

remain unbroken. The Dirt Band's cur- 
rent live repertoire draws upon songs that 
range from the early days on up through 
2009's country-charting Speed of Life. 

Produced by George Massenburg — 
whose credits range from Little Feat 
and Lyle Lovett to Aaron Neville and 
the Dixie Chicks — the album finds 
the Dirt Band taking a more spontane- 
ous approach to recording. 

Then again, that's always been 
McEuen's preference, whether he's 
recording solo, with the band or, most 
recently, on The McEuen Sessions: For 
All the Good, an exceedingly engaging 
collaboration with sons Nathan and 
Jonathan that should connect with fans 
of contemporary Americana. 

"In my own recordings, I usually get 
about 60 or 70 percent on the first take," 
says McEuen. "I try to do what Roy Acuff 
said to do when we were recording the 
Circle album: 'Get it right the first time, 
and the hell with the rest of them.'"

When Rhett Miller takes a holiday from his day job as charis- 
matic frontman of Old 97's, he doesn't mess around, gathering 
top-notch writing collaborators that include Ben Kweller and 
Rosanne Cash. But what makes The Dreamer such a contrast from 
his Old 97's output is its emphasis on counterpoint vocals; almost 
every song has female harmonies.

Less is moe. 



The consummate jam band goes searching for 
the perfect balance between freedom and focus 

By Alan Sculley 



Al Schnier, guitarist and singer 
for moe., recognizes the irony 
of his iconic jam band signing a 
deal with Sugar Hill Records. At a 
time when more and more high-pro- 
file acts are transitioning to a do-it- 
yourself approach, moe. has moved 
in the opposite direction. After self- 
releasing all but two of its previous 
10 studio albums, the group teamed 
up with the EMI-distribute label for 
its newest release, Whatever Hap- 
pened to the La Las, which came 
out this past January. 





'We're very much like brothers,' says moe.'s singer and 
guitarist Al Schnier, 'and democratic almost to a fault.' 



"We've built a really great cot- 
tage industry out of this some- 
how," says Schnier, insisting that 
the band has never been dissatis- 
fied with the DIY approach. "After 
doing it for so many years, though, 
the one thing that's always sort of 
eluded us, I guess, was being able 
to tap into a wider audience or get- 
ting some kind of additional expo- 
sure. We've always flown under 
the radar." 

The Sugar Hill deal isn't the only 
change. With Whatever Happened to 
the La La's, the group has, for one 
of the rare times in its two-decade 
career, brought in a producer, John 
Travis. Schnier said the band had 
started to think that its democratic 
approach to songwriting and arrang- 
ing might not have been resulting in 
its best musical decisions. 

"The thing

compromising all of the time," he 
explains. "Nobody is really steering 
the ship — we kind of all are — 
and nobody really wants to ruffle 
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about that is, 
because we're 
very much like 
brothers, and 
democratic 
almost to a 
fault, you end up 



any feathers." 

To be sure, Schnier acknowl- 
edges, the collaborative approach 
sometimes results in better music 
than any single band member might 
create on his own. 

But not always. 

"Sometimes that compromise just 
means that everybody's ideas got 
distilled, and none of them are real- 
ly great, and nobody's really happy 
at the end of the day." 

As Schnier tells it, the new pro- 
ducer wasn't shy about directing the 
musicians, even 
though many of 
the songs had 
been played live 
and developed 
over a period of 
time before he 
came onboard. 
Upon taking the 
production reins, 
Travis took the 
band in some new 
directions. 

The rocking 
"Suck a Lemon," 
for instance, lost 
an instrumental 
section. Eclectic 
album opener "The Bones of Laza- 
rus" also went through significant 
changes, as did the dreamy rocker 
"Puebla." 

"We had a 15 -minute version of it 
that we had sent to him as our demo," 
says Schnier of the track, which now 
clocks in at just over four minutes. 

Schnier expects the songs from 
Whatever Happened to the La Las 
will continue to evolve as moe. 
tours behind the album. The group 
started out trying to create more 
of a structured presentation, to the 
point where the musicians were 
actually writing and rehearsing 
instrumental segments that will be 
less free-form than fans may be 
expecting. 

"The idea was to tighten up the 
show, to really see if we could make 
the show more exciting somehow," 
says Schnier of the group's original 
impulse. "But since that time, we've 
kind of gone back to a much looser 
structure, to the point where we're 
putting question marks down for 
where songs should be on our set 
lists, or just changing things up on 
the fly. I think in the end, we all 
found that it actually took something 
away from the show."

Blues Under the Bridge headliner LN' Ed stands tall

If charm were size, Chicago blues 
guitarist LiT Ed Williams might 
be playing in the NBA rather than 
staring up at Muggsy Bogues. 
Whether or not his Napoleonic 
stature was the wellspring for his 
high-wattage personality, it certainly 
comes out in his slide guitar, which 
he plays with such raucous intensity 
he could leave skid marks on the 
fretboard.

"I call myself the 'slide-slinger,' 
because I sling that thing," says the 
Blues Imperials bandleader. "I don't 
give it no mercy. I'm slinging it 
down the neck past my pickups. I'm 
torching that thing." 

Williams studied at the foot of 
his uncle J.B. Hutto, the Blues Hall 
of Fame inductee who was himself 
a disciple of slide-guitar innovator 
Elmore James. Hutto would come 
over to visit and play for the whole 
apartment complex. 

"He started to watch me watch 
him," recalls Williams. "My uncle 
was always cool, calm and collect- 
ed. He would never say too much. 
He'd just kind of look at things. 
Well, he walked over to me one 
night and said, 'You like what you 
see, don't you?' He said, 'Well, you 
keep watching and 
I'm going to show 
you one day.'" 

On the eve of an 
overseas tour, Hutto 
brought over his 
amp and showed 
the young Williams 
his first two chords, 
telling him, "When 
I come back, I want 
you to have those two 
chords down." Wil- 
liams did, and next 
his uncle showed him the rhythm 
Elmore James used. 

Meanwhile Williams' younger 
half-brother James "Pookie" Young 
was watching Ed watch Hutto, pick-

ing up what he could and going on 
to become his brother's lifelong 
bassist. They started playing clubs 
in their teens, and have continued to 
do so for close to four decades. 

Last month, LiT Ed & the Blues 
Imperials released their eighth 
album, Jump Start. It's full of Wil- 
liams' signature guitar wail, viney 
tumble -leads with more twists than 
kudzu, and a carefree vocal strut. 

While his gui- 
tar playing will 
always be the 
main attraction, 
Williams is also a 
strong singer and 
writes a catchy 
tune, whether 
offering himself 
up as a ladykill- 
ing triple threat 
on "Musical 
Mechanical Elec- 
trical Man" or 
mining the loose 
swing of "Jump 
Right In." 
The most arresting track is the 
album closer, an insidiously groove- 
driven barrelhouse blues tune called 
"Moratorium on Hate," which 
argues for "a veto on violence, a ref- 
erendum against crime." 

"My wife actually wrote that," 
Williams explains. "She always 
writes these songs I don't know the 
meaning of the words. I have to say, 
'What the hell you giving me? I 
don't know what this is!' [But] when 
she explained it to me, I said, 'Hey 
this is cool. This is the kind of stuff 
we need to sing these days. Because 
this is real life.'" 

Williams knows a little about real 
life, having almost lost his musi- 
cal dream to a drug addiction that 
sidelined the band for a few years 
back in the '90s. His wife, Pam, 
helped him make 
it through, he says, 
along with the bless- 
ing of the Lord. Hav- 
ing reclaimed his life, 
he's now intent on 
honoring the gift his 
uncle gave him. 

"I want to keep his 
legacy going. I want 
to keep him alive 
because he's alive in 
my heart. Sometimes 
I'm playing and I can 
feel him," says Williams. "That's 
what makes a bluesman. You got to 
give your insides to the people."

Tony Exum Jr., even our most hard-edged punk, metal 
and hip-hop friends would have to acknowledge that the 
man is a consummate musician. And for those who retain 
a soft spotfor fusion-era Grover Washington Jr. and Ron- 



nie Laws recordings, a new album from the local saxman 
is surely an event worth celebrating. 

Which is just what will happen this Friday at Stargaz- 
ers, where Exum and company will celebrate the release 
of The One. Co-produced by Exum and Opie Gone Bad 
drummer Tarell Martin, the new album also features gui- 
tarist Tim Bowman and saxophonist Marcus Anderson 
performing a set of the saxophonist's seductively soulful 
originals. There's also a mellifluous cover of New Edi- 
tion's late-'80s ballad "Can You Stand the Rain," featur- 
ing Terrill Paul (aka Rellion), who sang backup vocals, 
appropriately enough, on Bobby Brown's new album. 
The Masterpiece. Admission for the 
8 p.m. concert is free, which means 
you'll have plenty of money to pick up 
the album, right? 

The coming week also marks the 
arrival of two more significant local 
releases, albeit of a more under-the- 
radar variety. On July 22, look for the 
debut of Lingua Franca, a chamber- 
pop solo project by the Flumps' Alex 
Koshak that, based on the advance 
track "Dynamo," has an appealingly 
plaintive aesthetic similar to the one that's made the 
Florence-born indie-rock band so popular up this way. 
From what I'm told, Alex spent a lot of time with a well- 
worn copy of The Kinks Are the Village Green Preservation 
Society (as well as the venerable British band's subse- 
quent "Victoria" single) while working on the record, 
which can't be a bad thing. You can look up Lingua Franca 
on bandcamp.com for more info. 

And while you're there, head over to Inaiah Lujan's

bandcamp page to check out his new EP. Captured on 
his sister Chela's old four-track recorder, it's a lot more 
stripped-down than what we've come to expect from 
recent Haunted Windchimes recordings, which only adds 
to the charm. If the Windchimes' sound is rooted in the 
traditions of Woody Guthrie, Bill Monroe and Huddie 
Ledbetter, Lujan's seven-track Dog Days EP has a more 
pronounced Beatles influence, especially on the opening 
"Nothing as It Seems," which sounds a bit like "Across 
the Universe" on a morphine drip. There's even an ode to 
the late Mai Evans, the Beatles' friend and road manager 
who, among other things, set off the alarm clock in the 
middle of "A Day in the Life" and 
also struck one of the five simulta- 
neous piano chords at the song's 
conclusion. 

And finally, while we're on the 
subject, here's an early heads-up 
that both the Flumps and the Wind- 
chimes will be among the more than 
two dozen acts playing the Ameri- 
cana Music and Art Festival, which 
will take place in Florence's Pioneer 
Park from Aug. 3 through 5. (Info at 
americanamusicandart.com.) The eclectic lineup ranges 
from Willy Tea Taylor's band the Good Luck Thrift Store 
Outfit to El Toro de la Muerte and Edith Makes a Paper 
Chain, but we'll save the restfor another column.

Curses, foiled again 

After pleading guilty to robbery and 
agreeing to undergo drug rehab to avoid 
prison in Oregon, James Tindell fled the 
state. Officials located him, thanks to 
postings on his Facebook page. "Catch me 
if you can," he taunted, followed by "I'm 
in Alabama." He posted a sonogram of 
his unborn son that showed the name of 
the Alabama hospital where it was taken. 
After Tindell was arrested and returned to 
Multnomah County, Judge Eric J. Bloch 
sentenced him to 254 years in prison and 
ordered him to reimburse the state the 
$2,600 it cost to fly him back. "The way 
we found out where James Tindell was, 
was through Facebook," deputy district 
attorney Michael Schmidt said. "And 
it's not because we were super sleuths." 
(Portland's The Oregonian) 

Provincial information officer Maynar- 
do Valdez was accused of gross miscon- 
duct and dishonesty after he closed his 
office in Nueva Ecija without permission 
and didn't respond to calls and texts 
from his superiors for four days. Of- 
ficials who tried contacting him through 
his Facebook account saw pictures of 
him attending a high school reunion at 
an island resort. Philippine Information 
Agency chief Jose Fabia alleged that Val- 
dez also neglected his other duties, such 
as producing daily reports and surveying 
the sentiments of people in the province. 
(Associated Press) 

Incendiary behavior 

When a Canadian tourist broke his 
foot while camping on a remote island 
in Norway, he lay there for three days 
waiting to be discovered. When no help 
came, the 25-year-old man lit a fire, 
hoping the smoke would attract rescu- 
ers. It did, but not before the fire got out 
of control, burned down the man's tent 
and then destroyed a large portion of the 
178-square-mile island's foliage. Two 
army helicopters and 20 firefighters were 
needed to douse the blaze. "It's illegal to 
start this kind of fire," said Joran Bugge, 
who led the rescue operation, "but in this 
case the police aren't going to take any 
action." (Britain's Daily Mail) 

Brett Sigworth said that after he applied 
Banana Boat Sport Performance spray- 
on sunscreen while barbecuing, he went 
to move some of the charcoal briquettes 
around, and all of a sudden his body 
caught on fire. "I went into complete panic 



mode and screamed," he recalled after be- 
ing treated for second-degree burns. "I've 
never experienced pain like that in my 
life." Banana Boat's maker said it takes the 
matter "very seriously" and promised "a 
prompt investigation." (CBS News) 

The perils of sitting 

After exploding toilets injured at least 
14 people, the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission announced a recall of the 
Sloan Flushmate III Pressure- Assist 
Flushing System. The device uses air and 
water pressure to ensure a powerful flush 
but can burst inside toilet tanks, releas- 
ing stored pressure, which the CPSC said 
"can lift the tank lid and shatter the tank, 
posing impact or laceration hazards to 
consumers." More than 300 of the units 
have burst in toilet tanks. (Reuters) 

When a 65 -year-old man who was 
camping with a friend in Ontario went 
into a wooden outhouse and left the 
door open, a black bear dragged him 
from the outhouse, bit him on his head 
and neck, and slashed his arms, neck 
and head. According to provincial police 
Sgt. David Pinchin, the man's friend 
heard the commotion and shot the bear. 
"He was on the john," the victim's son 
said after his father was treated for his 
wounds. "He's scratched up pretty bad." 
{Winnipeg Free Press) 

Citing a report by the National Counter 
Terrorism Center that terrorist attacks 
killed 17 U.S. civilians in 201 1 and 15 the 
year before, The Atlantic magazine noted 
that Americans "are as likely to be killed 
by their own furniture as by terrorism." 
Since Sept. 11, 2001, 238 civilians have 
died from terrorist attacks, whereas 293 
Americans died from furniture falling on 
them. (The Atlantic) 

'Ted' in real life 

Charles Marshall, 28, was arrested for 
the fourth time in two years for having 
sex with a teddy bear after employees 
at a Cincinnati health clinic spotted him 
pleasuring himself in an alley. His first 
arrest came in February 2010 when he 
reportedly engaged "with a teddy bear in 
mens bathroom" at a Hamilton County 
library. He was arrested in November 
2010 for "masturbating w/a stuffed 
animal (teddy bear)" and in August 201 1 
for "masturbating using a teddy bear in a 
public place where minors were likely to 
be present." (The Smoking Gun)

Cash costs 



Kristie Wheeler is mixing business with, 
well, more business in a new venture called 
Butterfly Bookkeeping (213-0366), which 
will offer services to those in the medical- 
marijuana industry for around $20 an hour. 

"That's for, like, dispensaries," Wheeler 
says. "Now, as a far as going down to a 
patient level, I also focus on patients, to 
where if they need help just keeping track 
oftheir books and theirdaily spending, and 
making sure that everything's kept track 
of. That's less expensive because it's not 
as much work." 

The 33-year-old Colorado Springs native 
is also the chapter head of Pikes Peak 
Moms for Marijuana, and says she wish- 
es there were ways to help centers with 
restrictions regarding banking and taxes, 
butthere's really no out. "I know it's hard on 
them — extremely hard on them, because 
they can't get credit cards and it's risky." 



Buds no more 



Not local, but of concern to all who par- 
ticipate in the medical marijuana indus- 
try, is national law enforcement's interest 
in the nation's largest center, Harborside 
Health Center, which is based in Oakland, 
Calif., and does roughly $20 million in 
annual sales. 

On July 10, federal agents taped a 
"Complaint for Forfeiture of Property" to 
the front door, warning the landlord the 
property could be seized for violations of 
federal law, and outraging supporters. 

"State law allows distribution of medical 
cannabis and the city of Oakland has devel- 
oped a system to assure such distribution 
occurs according to state law in a fair and 
orderly process," says Oakland vice mayor 
Nancy Nadel in a statement provided by the 
National Cannabis Industry Association. 
"It is most unjust to our citizen patients 
and distributors who have followed local 
guidelines to be harassed and treated as 
criminals byfederal officials." 

Adds the center's executive director, 
Steve DeAngelo: "Harborside has nothing 
to hide or be ashamed of. We will contest 
the DOJ action openly and in public, and 
through all legal means at our disposal."

Solving Broncos' big problem 

As the Denver Broncos gather next week for training camp, it's all about Pey- 
ton Manning, the superstar quarterback who's brought his still-impressive 
skills and savvy to the Broncos. Based on Manning alone, Denver has become the 
talk of the league and a projected contender for the AFC West title along with a 
possible playoff run. Perhaps not to the Super Bowl, but you never know ... 

Granted, the level of expectations has risen sharply with Manning in charge. He 
easily could produce three or four dramatic victories by himself. So if this was an 
8-8 team last year, that should mean 11-5 or 12-4, right? 
Uh, no. That bit of wishful thinking is based on the assumption that all sched- 
ules are created equally. They're not.

Thanks to winning the AFC West last 
year, Denver faces a difficult road with 
trips to Atlanta, New England, Balti- 
more, Cincinnati and Carolina, plus 
home tests against Pittsburgh, Houston, 
New Orleans, Tampa Bay and Cleveland. 

Solely because of the schedule, the 
Broncos can't count on finishing any 
better than 10-6. Especially with one big 
uncertainty hanging over them. 

We're talking about linebackers. Play- 
ing the 4-3 defense, Denver must have 
a solid trio of starters, with good depth 
behind them, to make the unit good 
enough for the entire season. And that's 
far from being the case in mid-July. 

Granted, outside linebacker Von 
Miller as a rookie was an instant big- 
play producer. But he made many mis- 
takes that he'll have to rectify to become 
a complete player. He's easily the best 
of Denver's corps, but what makes you 
squeamish is that nobody is close to him. 
The other outside 'backer, Wesley Woodyard, should be a backup, but he's 
pushed into starting because of D.J. Williams' drug-related troubles, which 
threaten to end his stay in Denver. And it's impossible to feel good about the 
depth when the reserves are rookies and unproven second-year guys. 

It would help if the Broncos had a true anchor at middle linebacker, but they 
don't. Joe Mays might be the starter, but this defense would be far better with 
him in the No. 2 role. He's fine against the run but pretty much clueless in passing 
situations, so much so that he will come off the field in nickel and dime coverage. 

That's not how it's supposed to work. That inside linebacker should be the 
nucleus in any situation, not just a two-down guy. Yet, as of now, Denver has only 
a few undrafted free-agent rookies behind Mays. 

The problem is crying out for a short-term solution who could bring experi- 
ence and smarts on any down. At this point, you have to assume the Broncos will 
watch closely for other teams' cuts. Or they might look at one remaining free 
agent who could help quickly — and who happens to know Manning very well. 

Gary Brackett had been the Indianapolis Colts' defensive captain in recent 
years, and a solid presence at inside linebacker. But a shoulder injury and subse- 
quent surgery ended his 2011 season after one game, making him a victim of the 
Colts' new youth movement. Brackett, 32, is fully cleared to play but didn't jump 
at earlier offers, reportedly because he has handled his money well and his wife is 
doing fine as a physician. But he's apparently not ready to retire. 

Given all that, with Brackett's reputation for high character and on-field intel- 
ligence, it's hard to envision a better fix for Denver. Otherwise, we'll be writing 
and talking about linebackers as the team's weakest link. 

There's a school of thought that suggests the Broncos don't need a good defense 
as long as they have Manning. That's blasphemy. They need stability on defense, 
or they'll find themselves on the wrong end of 34-31 and 48-45 scores. 

They need somebody like Gary Brackett, or somebody else via trade. Or else, 
even a 10-6 prediction might be too optimistic.

Next week we'll plop into favorite chairs in front of our TVs as the ath- 
letes of the United States march and wave and cry tears of joy at the 
opening ceremony of the 2012 Summer Olympics, each and every athlete 
hoping that swimmer Michael Phelps doesn't get trampled when he stops 
and squats down to pick up his roach clip. 

Seriously, as our athletes appear in London's Olympic Stadium, some 
5,000 miles away a billion Chinese will rise to their feet and proclaim with 
great pride, "Qxien-jiang" or "Ha-ha-ha, we made those uniforms because 
Americans, they cannot even sew." 

Team USA's clothes for opening and closing ceremonies has created a bit 
of controversy because, like everything else we own, they were not made 
here. As you know, we no longer make anything. The last known item made 
in America was Mitt Romney's hair, which in 1988 was carefully carved 
from a 60-pound block of Eastern white oak harvested near Bangor, Maine.

be associated with the brand." 
CNN: "The controversy cast a spotlight on the plight of the U.S. textile 
industry, which has been hit hard in recent years by outsourcing and the 
economic downturn." 

Our own Gazette in Colorado Springs: "The Olympics are this year?" 
U.S. Olympic Committee communications director Patrick Sandusky 
probably didn't help matters when he said, "All this talk about Olympic 
uniforms made in China is nonsense." 

When I read that remark I, like you, was left with just one thought: Con- 
sidering the staggering news in the past six months about Penn State, this is 
sure a lousy time to be named Sandusky. 

"I am so upset," said Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid, D-Nursing 
Home. "I think the Olympic Committee should be ashamed of themselves. I 
think they should take all the uniforms, put them in a big pile and burn them." 

Republicans said they would go along with that fiery plan as long as they 
could use Rep. Nancy Pelosi as kindling wood. 

Our own intellectual firecracker, Rep. Doug Lamborn, is also angry 
about the clothes. He said he doesn't own anything made by the Chinese 
because he's still mad at them for bombing Pearl Harbor. 

Anyway, the uniforms include red and navy ties, double-breasted blaz- 
ers and cream-colored pants with cuffs. (The female shot-putters get an 
additional small pocket on their blazers to hold their beard trimmers. Also, 
swimmer Phelps' blazer will have a pocket large enough for a bong.)
